$700 per mile will be the construction 
of the Bassano & Bow Valley railway 
from Bassano through the irrigated belt 
to Itichmond, the terminal on the Red 
Deer river, a distance of 40 miles, 
(irading has already started and the 
road will be completed early in the 
spring. 

This line will serve a densely popu- 
Jated and highly productive section of 
the province. The gates ofthe big 
Canadian Pacific dam at Bassano were 
closed this week and the lands within 
the irrigated belt will be thrown open 
by the railway company without delay, 
Along the line of the Bassano & Bow 
Valley railway there are 37 ready-made 
farms, prepared by the Canadian Paci- 
fic. All the settler has to do is to 
light a fire in the kitchen stove and yo 
to work.

The statute lav amendments, whieh 
may usually be taken to signify that 
the government's business is about all 
in «nd that the session in coming to a 
close, were brought into the house this 
morning and are of more than the 
usual technical importance, There are 
10 pages altogether, of the regulation 
which is composed of the stereotyped 
changes in wording which generally 
characterize statute law amendmenis 
as an effort to make the law more clear, 
But some of the amendments are of 
more than usual significance, dealing 
with the liquor ordinance, the auto- 
mobile regulations, the bartenders lic- 
enses and the regulation of clubs. 

Section 15 of the license ordinance,

Section 8 of 46 says: “A fee of $250 
shall be paid by every club obtaining 
the permission hereinbefore provid- 
ed for, before such permission is grant- 
ed, and such club shall pay annually 
$250 for every year during which such 
rmission remains in force.’

$800. 

Bartenders will pay $10 for 
license-and $2 for renewal.

CITY BUILDING INSPECTOR 
FEARS CONFLAGRATION 


Mayor and Commissioners in 
Sympathy With Official, But 
Council Turns Proposition 
Down—First Street Will Be 
Great Thoroughfare and 
uuu Have Ample Protec- 
ion, 


Building Inspector McIvor, when in- 


terviewed today by a Capital reporter, 
stated that he did not approve of the 
action of the council at the last meet- 
ing in turning down the bylaw au- 
thorizing the extension of the first- 
lelass fire limits to Include the new 
market building which will be erect- 
ed on First street, The building in- 
Spector stated that this city has been 
fortunate thus far in not having a dis- 
astrous conflagration such as many 
ether cities have passed through at 


some time in their history. While the 
fire department of Edmonton is one 
of the best in’ the west, he ‘said, 
should a fire get very far beyond the 
incipient stages in the central part of 
the city under favorable conditions, it 
would sweep away perhaps a_ very 
large number of buildings. 

Mr. Melvor believes that the first- 
class fire limits should have been ex- 
include both 


Portage avenue. He explained that 
during the past few weeks, since the 
announcement that the new market 
would be built at once, there have been 
a number of applications for permits 
for a class of building which should 
not be allowed to surround a $100,000 
market building. The issuing of these 
permits was held up in the hope that 
the city council would pass the amend- 
ment to the building bylaw and thus 
make it possible for the inspector to 
refuse to allow these fire traps to sur- 
round the city’s property. Several 
members of the city council having 
taken the view that the owners of 
property in the neighborhood could not 
affora to build such an expensive type 
of buildings, the proposed amendment 
was voted down. 

The city commissioners and the 
mayor agreed with the building ~in- 
spector that it would be in the best in- 
terests of the city to have the build- 
ing bylaw amended at this time before 
| the new buildings in’ the vicinity of the 
market site have been erected. Re- 
eently the council opposed strenuously 
the placing of small steel buildings 
within the first-class fire limits, and 
| took the view that unless the building 
| bylaw is inforced the city might as 
well not have any. First street — is 
| destined to be a very busy business 
street, and for this reason the inspect- 
jor took the view that the property 
should be protected to the extent that 
lonly buildings of a type that would 
pass the first-class fire limits regula- 
tions should be allowed in this area, 
| Had the building inspector been pre- 
sent at the council meeting last Tues- 
day night it Is probable that he could 
easily have convinced at least a ma- 
| jority of the aldermen that the exten- 
ston of the first-class fire limits in this 
| distriet is only giving ordinary protec- 
tion to the eity and the citizens.

In the legislative chamber — this 


morning the committee on private bills 
disposed of the bill granting a charter 
to the Calgary Petrol Interurban ratl- 
way, a light road to be built from Cal- 
gary to a point near Loch Soy. ‘This 
road is intended .to tap the oil fields 
which are now being developed in that 
part of the province, 
Athabasca Power. 
The committee then turned its at- 


tention to the bill to incorporate the 
Athabasca Gas & Power Transmission 
company, with 2 charter to construct 
a pipe line for the conduct of gas from 
the Athabasca river to Edmonton. The 
incorporators of the company are John 
Walter, Kenneth <A. McLeod, D. R. 
Fraser, John McDonald and John Ken- 
neth MeDonald, This bill was intro- 
duced only a few days ago and long 
after the date when private 
Should have been introduced, 

The unanimous congent of the house 
is necessary for its consideration and 
it does not appear likely that this con- 
sent will be obtained, The bill had a 
stormy time in committee. It was not 
printed and the members viewed it with 
suspicion which they did not hestitate 
to express, 

Mr, O, M. Biggar drew the attention 
of the committee to the operations of 
the Pelican Oil & Gas company and 
its negotiations’ with the city of Fd- 
monton. The granting of a charter 
to a rival company at this time would 
he thought, prejudice the interests. of 
the Pelican companys. The charter 
songht by the Athabasta company does 
not carry with it any franchise or 
franchises and the members ~ of the 
committee were at a loss to understand 
what a gas company coula do without a 
franchise. 

Bill Dropped. 

After mulling over the measure for 
an hour or more, the committee decided 
to drop the bill then and there. The

days ago, former city auditor, C. L. 
| Richardson, has prepared a letter In 


bili | which he shows that such a statement! found alive. 


{s absclutely misleading and not in ac- 
cordance with the facts. 

In this statement, Mr. Richardson 
shows that with the exception of a 
sum not exceeding $100,000, the amount 
by which the current estimates were 
over expended and the purchase price 
of Elizabeth and Clark street proper- 
ty, all other sums, not exceeding $2,- 
000,000, were properly and legally au- 
thorized, Mr. Richardson's explana- 
tory letter reads as follows: 

The Editor Edmonton Capital: 

Sir,—Tlis worship, the mayor, is re- 
ported in the press to have informed 
the committee of the provincial legis- 
lature, dealing with the city charter 
amendments, that a certain commis- 
sioner of this city had expended $5,- 
000,000 last year Improperly or exces- 
sively (I am not certain as to the 
term used or meant) this statement 
being used as an argument in favor 
of granting increased facility of dis- 
missal of the city commissioners, As 
the statement {s almost wholly con- 
trary to fact, I am impelled in justice 
to Commissioner Chalmers to endeay- 
or to clear the public mind as to this 
matter. My last annual report stated 
that about $3,200,000 had been expend- 
ed in excess of debentures sold, less 
an estimated amount of $600,000, being 
city’s share of local improvements 
(not then apportioned) actually cover- 
ed by debentures sold, thus leaving 
about $2,600,000 still to be raised. It 
does not follow, however, that — this 
sum was improperly expended; in fact, 
quite the contrary is the case. With 
the exception of somewhat under $100,- | 
000 (the nét unreasonable margin by | 
which the annual estimates were ex- 
ceeded) and the Elizabeth and Clark 
street purchases, which were incurred 
before the present commissioners as- | 
sumed office, the whole amount (about | 
$2,000,000 with these deductions) was 
properly and legally authorized, Furth- 
er the council is empowered to bor- 
row on the security of unsold deben- 
tures, 

All these facts were made clear In} 
an explanatory report made by the | 
city treasurer to the city commission- 
ers at their,request and forwarded by 
the latter to the city council about 
the same time and during Mr. Short's 
tenure of office. 

As far as I am personally concern- 
ed, it must be borne in mind that, as 
auditor, TI was only required to re- 
port what had been done and, there- | 
fore, as the statement made by Mr. 
Short does not affect me, I am writ- 
ing this only that injustice may not be 
done Commissioner Chalmers.

GOOD AVERAGE 
YIELD OF GRAIN 
IN MANITOBA 


Decidedly More Than Average 
Crop As to Quality and 
~ Quantity, 


Winnipeg, Oct. 28—Reports from 76 
points in the province show that Mani- 
toba has a good average crop .as to 
yleld, a decidedly more than average 
crop as to quality. Threshing is com- 
plete, A very large amount of the 
grain has been moved. Weather has 
been good throughout; there has been 
no car shortage and no delay, Coarse 
grains are not so satisfactory as wheat. 

The yields of from 25 to 30 bushels 
per acre are nearly all in the north, 
where acreages in wheat are not so 
large as in the south and centre. In 
the south and centre are found the 138, 
14, 15 and 16 bushel averages. So far 
as Manitoba is concerned, her grain 
crop is safe, being threshed, a large 
percentage shipped, and the balance 
in store, either in home granaries or 
local elevators. Not only Is the crop 
of 1918 safely gathered, but prepara- 
tlons are well completed for an early 
seeding of the crop of 1914. Tully 80 
per cent. of the fall plowing is done. 
There was a large percentage of sum- 
mer fallowing and also an addition of 
about three per cent. of newly broken 
land, 

At about 15 poliuts, elevators have 
ceased to ship wheat and are filling up 
for winter storage. Tho spread be- 
tween street and track price has aver- 
aged about three cents, which {s con- 
sidered not an unreasonable spread, 
when there is any question of not get- 
ting the wheat to lake ports beforo 
the close of navigation. Taken alto- 


gether, Manitoba has a good crop, 


saved, and the only ground of com- 
plaint is the very low prices for geod 
wheat, and in this, with her shorter 
haul, Manitoba suffers much less than 
tho provisces to the west of her.

TRANSPORTATION’S NEW ERA 
IN ALBERTA DEVELOPMENT, 

The adoption by the Alberta government of a policy of 
guaranteeing the bonds of light raiitways may be faken as 
marking the opening of a new epoch in the developnient of 
Alberta, the era of the electric railway. 

In this province the road problem has always been, and 
always will be, the great problem. The natural material for 
road-making is scarce and the necessity for the roads is 
greatest where the material is scarcest. The electric railway, 
which can be built at small cost, may furnish the solution by 
bringing transportation to the farmers’ deers. The guarantee 
policy as applied to the steam railways has so far cost. the 
province nothing. To imagine that the application of the 
same policy would be likely to land a burden upon the province 
one would have to doubt the fertility and productivity of 
Alberta soil. 

To protect the public the government requires only to 
make the proper provisions against monopoly. 

OIL, NOT LIBERTY, 
THE MEXICAN TROUBLE. 

At this late hour the London Standard comes out bluntly 
with the truth that the whole trouble in Mexico is due to the 
rivalry of United States and British interests in the oil fields 
of Mexico. Diaz, senior; favored the British interests repre- 
sented by Lord Cowdray, which means the Rothschilds. 
Madero favored the United States interests, which means the 
Standard Oil. © Huerta has reverted to the Diaz policy of 
favoring the Rothschilds. Both nations declare themselves 
in favor of a permanent peace, but each wants the peace with 
the party which favors their countrymen in control. — It is now 
intimated that the British ambassador is ‘Cowdray’s man,” 
and there is little doubt that Lane Wilson, who was recalled 
to Washington, was more active in the interests of the United 
States oil monopoly than of permanent peace. 

So that, reduced to its material basis, the civil war in 
Mexico is not so much a struggle for civic liberty as for oil.

HISTORY, 


Louls Kiel, the leader of the rebellions 
of 1870 and 1885, was born in Boniface, 
Manitoba, 69 years. ago to-day, His 
father had been a leader of the Metis, or 
half-breeds, and Louls followed in his foot- 
Steps. After graduating from the Jesult 
College in Montreal he began his. career 
of clvil strife as the secretary of an organ- 
{zation of Metis bent upon resisting Can- 
adlan authority Inthe Northwestern Terri 
tories, To his’ task he brought physical. 
Vigor, boundless ambition, a good educa- 
tlon, ability as an orator and an itnense 
egolism that to. some seemed. Insanity, 
Except for the strain of rebellion in’ hts 
blood, he might have become a great leader 
of men, Instead of an outlaw, The pro- 
visional republic he established at- Fort 
Garry in 4870 crumbled before the first 
show of armed opposition, and Riel fled 
the country, but soon returned, In i878 
he was elected to the Dominion Parliament, 
but was not permitted to take his seat, 
After this he twice attempted to stir up 
rebellion, and in 1885 he aroused the 
half-breeds to warlike action, The in- 
surrection was soon put down, and Niel 
was taken a prisoner to Regina, where he 
was tried, convicted and executed,

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| TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


Slam's King, After Threo Years on 
Throne, Has 500 Wives, 


King Vagiravudh, Stam's youthful mon- 
arch, Will celebrate today the third annt- 
versary of bis accession to the throne of 
the ancient nation on the — Indo-Chinese 
peninsula. Since beginning his reign the 
Siamese ruler has had nearly 500° wives 
“wished on him,” to use a slang phrase 
which neatly applies to the case. In 
Siam it is the custom for maidens to “pop 
the question” to the King, and he has no 
alternative but to accept or provide another 
husband, The monarch thus becomes a 
sort of matrimonial agent, with the result 
that there are no spinsters In Siam, Agents 
of the King are consiantly scouring the 
country for husbands for such applicants 
as do not meet with the royal favor, 
Despite their best activities, however, the 
young King—he is only 33—has an_ac- 
cumulation of nearly 500 wives housed in 
the palace at Bangkok, and doubtless many 
more will propose in the years to come, 
The late King Chulalongkorn 1[,, who be- 
gan his reign in 1868 and died in 1910, 
loft 610 widows to mourn. his loss, and 
several hundred wives died before him. 

The present monarch is small In stature, 
and of an easy-going, good-humored dis- 
position, and, it fs alleged, has had a great 
deal of trouble with the occupants of his 
harem, The old King Chulalongkorn ruled 
his wives with a rod of tron, and never had 
any trouble in “keeping them. in- their 
place,” but his son has not been so suc- 
cessful, Possibly the theories of Mrs, 
Pankhurst have reached Bangkok, and. are 
responsible for the spirit of unrest that 
now pervades the harem, According to 
reports that haye came out of Asia, the 
youthful. ruler is a very much henpecked 
husband, It is sald-that on one occasion 
a stalwart young woman of the harem, 
who considered that she was being neglec- 
ted by her royal spouse, met him in one 
of the corridors of the palace, picked him 
up in her stvtong arms Jand carried. the 
King, vainly struggling, 10 her.room, 

The King of Siam rules over a territory 
300,000 square miles in extent, and has 
over 6,900,000 subjects. Officially he Is 
Brother to’ the Moon, Half-Brother to the 
Sun, and holder of many. other exalted 
titles, Most of his subjects are Buddhists 
in religion, although Christianity has made 
some progress of lJate years, Like his 
father and grandfather, the young king 
has had an education in English, and favors 
the Introduction of European inventions 


and discovertes,

Dr, Robert Bridges, Now 
Poet Laureate, 68 Today, 


Dr, Robert Bridges, who was recently 
chosen poet laureate of England in: suc- 
cession to the late Alfred Austin, will begin 
his seventleth year today, The venerable 
bard and former physician was born Oct, 
23, 1844, At Oxford he was distinguished 
for scholarship as well as for iis prowess 
as a ericketor and ‘Oarsinan, After leaving 
college he spent several years in travelling 
over Europe and Asia, Upon returning to 


London he decided upon a medical career, 
and studied the healing art at St. Bartho- 
lomew’s, in London, = He continued — to 


practice his profession until 1882, when he 
retired -to his country estate, and devoted 
himself. to Hterature. 

Lacking the popularity of a Kipling or 
a Willlain Watson, Dr, Hridges Is yet a 
great poet, although his works appeal more 
to an intellectual aristoceaey than to the 
masses, He has many devoted admirers on 
this slde of the Atlantic, but to the great 
majority. he was practically unknown until 
his cholce as latiréate, His verse Is 
scholarly, thoughtful, aud nearly perfect 
in technique, but sadly Jacking Ino “good 
red gore.’ Tt wins the admiration of the 
cultured. as. a finished evample of ithe art 
of poetry, But it doesn't “eet over’ to the 
masses, His vavorks contain no trumpet 
notes, no clarion {eall, and carry No mes- 
Sage to hls age,, Style he has, but no emo- 
tlonal force, no pewer to exalt, to inter- 
pret ‘the modern spirit, He has been called 
“England's one classical poet,” and the 
description is' doubtless accurate, 

Morally the new Jaureate is a Puritan of 
Puritans, His asceticism goes to the ex- 
treme of prudery, He has rebuked Shakes- 
peare for the frankness of his language, 
and condemned Keats for his treatment of 
the falr sex, The passlonate appeal of 
Swinburne is abhorrent: to the cold and 
pure intellect of the poet Miureate, 

Dr, Bridges has never had any taste for 
publicity or notoriety, He dives quietly at 
Boar’s Hill, near Oxford, and depends for 
his social life upon a small band of Ox- 
ford professors, Since his elevation to the 
position once held by Tennyon,

Shaughnessy. Gives Some In- 
teresting Details of Efforts 
to Cope With Traffic. 


Oct. 23—Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, who reached the city 
yesterday from the south, spent the 
day with Vice-President Bury and oth- 
er oflicials of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
He returns east today. 

Questioned on the wheat situation, 
Sir Thomas sald: 

“On our whole system we have car- 
ried 20,000 more cars this year than 
up to the corresponding time last year. 
We have added 200 locomotives and 
6,000 freight cars to rolling stock. Thus 
we now have 85,000 cars and 2,252 lo- 
comotives. 

“There is a tremendous amount of 
construction going on this year,” he 
added, “At midsummer there were 
1,905 miles of road under construction 
apart from the double tracking. We 
hope to get track laid on 1,200 miles of 
that before the end of the year, which 
will leave 700 miles—quite a big rail- 
road in itself—to finish up, Between 
1,500 and 1,600°of the 1,905 miles; are 
in the west.” 

As to double tracking, Sir Thomas 
stated that, this would be completed 
between Calgary and Fort William by 
next fall. He could not state when 
the whole system would be completed 
on double track, Asked if the C.P. 
R. planned increases to the Atlantic 
fleet, Sir Thomas replied. 

“No; we have two vessels under con- 
struction and we have always — got 
plans uder way for vessels, but we 
don't contemplate orders for addition- 
al boats next summer, The Allan lin-

We desire that every possible effort 
be put forth to increase car efficiency, 
and to this end it is suggested that 
agents and others concerned seek the 
co-operation of our patrons to bring 
this desirable result before the advent 
of the heaviest traffic. Increased car 
efficiency will go far towards lessen- 
ing the evils of a possible car short- 
age, alike detrimental to the interests 
of the railways and the public. 

Particular attention is directed to 
the many ways in which the shipping 
public can assist, and in which it will 
be in their interest to do so, 

(1) Ecomomical and proper use of 
freight equipment: : 
The fundamental principle of car 
efficiency is handling the traffic satis- 
factorily with the least number of 
cars, and this can only be accomplish- 
ed by shippers selecting and ordering 
cars of suitable dimensions and then 
louding to their marked capacity. 

(2) Handling the business in 
smallest number of car days: 

Some consignees find it more con- 
venient to use cars for storage rather 
than increase their warehouse or 
handling facilities, car service in their 
cases being the less expensive. Every 
such car held deprives some _ other 
trader of his car supply and increases 
the car shortage, 

The full free time allowed by car 
service rules should not be taken ad- 
vantage of unless actually required, 

(8) Load out commodities where 
feasible in periods of year when there 
is less Hability of car shortage: 

Shippers, by giving consideration to 
this feature of the question, can 
materially assist in the supply of cars 
when required for crop moving pur- 
poses. 

(4) One important and practical 
remedy for shortage of cars is very 
largely in the hands of the users of 
cars, \for if they will provide larger 
warehouses, adequate facilities and 
employ sufficient help so as to give 
the best possible despatch to the cars 
handled they will be made — qnickly 
availapie- for further use by others 
who are anxiously waiting for them, 
In other words, first order only as 
many cars as can be promptly loaded 
each day; second, use every effort to 
load cars quickly and to their full 
capacity; third, provide adequate 
facilities and-sufficient help to unload 
cars rapidly, | 

(5) It is to be hoped that shippers 
and consignees will not lose sight of 
the fact that the car supply question 
is one in the solving of which they 
can materially assist railways, and 
that no satisfactory solution can
